From the moment the red flag of Starter 
Chinn flashed in front of the grand stand 
and the seven animals plunged madly for- 
ward, full of life and hope and courage, 
until they came once more beneath the 
view of the assembled thousands, breath- 
less and tired, but still undaunted, there 
was no let-up in the contest of blood and 
breeding. 

It was a horse race from start to finish, 
without an accident or an error to mar 
its perfcction as a sporting event of the 
highest order. 

It was an honor to the Association under 
whose auspices it was run, to the gentle- 
men who established the scale of weights 
and to the jockeys who piloted the horses, 
for they all rode well.

Against the Court Martial Pro- 
ceedings in Cuba. 


A FIRM STAND TAKEN. 


A Sterm of Indignation Raised at 
Washington and No Summary 
Course Wfll Ba Tolerated.

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 9.—Secretary 
Olney had a long Conference with President 
Cleveland this morning respecting the Com- 
petitor prisoners in Havana, after which he 


sent through Minister. Taylor at*Madrid a 
strong .protest to the Spanish government 
against tho court-martial proceedings. He 
took the ground that it was in direct viola- 
tion of. the treaty between the United States 
and Page and it is understood he intimated 
that this country would not submit quietly 
to the execution of American citizens at 
the order of a military court and in the 
absence of proper legal proceedings. 

At the same time a cablegram was sent 
to Consul General Williams at Havana, 
requesting him to make the strongest repre- 
sentations in behalf of this government 
against the execution of the sentence and 
again urge upon Capt.-Gen. Weyler that 
the prisoners were entitled under treaty to 
civil trial. 

The report that the men have been con- 
demned to death has aroused a storm of 
indignation at Washington, and it is said 
that the feeling has been reflected in the 
communications sent to Spain through our 
representatives. 

e charges upon which the men were 
convicted are piracy and _ rebellion. No 
piratical offense, in the English definition 
of the term, has been committed by these 
men according to the best authorities here. 
But even if the “Municipal Piracy” laws 
known to the Latin races, which apply to 
any offense committed within the jurisdic- 
tion of their naval laws have been broken 
by these men, the sentence of death is held 
to de beyond the requirements of justice 
and the dictates of humanity. The State 

artment officials hold that the only of- 
fense ‘chargeable against.the prisoners. is 
Bates of smuggling contraband of war into 


The United States, it is held, could not 
permit Spain to impose a sentence of death 
or this offense. Upon Spain’s own declara-

tolerated by this country. The Secretary 
insists that ample time be givem to the 
representatives of this Government to in- 
quire fully into the antecedents of the pris- 
oners, some of whom claim to be American

— 2 Olney holds that in the ab- 
sence of definite proof on this point it is 
enough to know that they sailed from an 
American port in an American vessel, to 
insure for them the maintenance of all their 
rights in the case. The Secretary has inti- 
mated very strongly that if due and immedi. 
ate consideration is not given to the repre- 
sentations and requests of this country in 
the matter this Government will hold Spain 
responsible for the consequences. 

Secretary Olney has also complained in 
his note of the difficulty that Consul Gen- 
eral Williams has experienced in Cuba in 
obtaining definite and authoritative knowl- 
edge of the intentions of the government. 
There appears to be, says Secretary Olney, 
no responsible head in Cuba, and the United 
States has been referred to Madrid, where 
answer has been returned that the offi- 
elals there are not informed as to Cuban

KEY WEST, May 9.—According to reports 
received here from Havana the prisoners 
recently captured on board the American 
schooner Competitor in answering 


charges before the court-martial, conducted 
by Spanish officials, said that they left Key 
West in company with other passengers for 
Lemon City. Capt. Laborde said that the 
passengers mutinied during the trip and 
dompelled him to carry them to Cuba. 

Milton,. one of the Americans, stated that 
he wanted to go to Cuba solely for the 
purpose of corresponding for a newspaper 
and that he never intended to do any fight- 
ing. The papers captured on board the 
schooner to which some of the Spanish 
officials made objections were the property 
of A. rde, who had already keen landed 
from the schooner and they were not owned 
by Capt. Laborde.

Visitors Will See the Flesh Fall Away 
From the Humaz Frame.

NEW YORK, May 9.—The great Edison 
exhibit of the X ray discoveries to be shown 
at the electrical exhibition was opened last 


night. Two rooms, one a work room in 
which the machinery is placed and one for 
exhibition purposes, have been built. The 
work room contains the metre box for lamps, 
the transformer and all the electrical appli- 
ances. In the exhibition room a diagonal 
spacé has been railed off and a platform 
raised on which the table containing the 
Crooke’s tube is placed. The room ig draped 
with black. All possible light is excluded 
by heavy curtains of black material. The 
lights in the room consist of several bunches 
oF red incandescent lamps, which throw a

-stroyed in the past by incendiaries. 

The white citizens have taken steps to 
protect themselves and will visit the ne- 
Froes with death and destruction if they 
are 12 * in their deviltry, It is believed 
that bad white men are at the bottom of 
the matter and detectives are now on their 
track. Meanwhile the feeling at Courtland 
‘is angthing but comfortable.

A GIFT TO HUNTINGTON. 


Question Referred te Gevers- 
ment Exgineers. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 9.—The Sen- 
ate gave most of the day to pagsing the 
accumulation of bills on the calendar and 
succeeded in -disposing of a large number 


harbor bill for a deep water harbor at

The Senator 
gave the ‘evidence of mariners, commercial 
men, etc., along the Pacific coast, showing 
San Pedro to be preferable to Santa Monica 
for the deep-water harbor. He answered 
in detail the points made by Mr. Corthell, 
who, according to Mr. White, is one of the 
engineers representing Mr. Huntington of 
the Southern Pacific Raflroad. 

Mr. White quoted from ihe reports of 
army engineers) to show that San Pedro 
was best protected from the heavy seas 
from the west. He described Santa Monica 
as a delightful bath'ng resort, frequented 
by thousands of people, and said that any 
considerable number of rahroad tracks 
centering there would destroy the present 
uses of the place. Mr. White spoke of 
Santa Monica as a “condemned” place so 
far as the army engineeers had passed on 
the subject, and he asked why it was, in 
making such an enormous appropriation, 
that Congress should serk to exper:ment 
with a condemn locality. 

The views of Lieut. H. C. Taylor, favor- 
ing Santa Monica, were compared by Mr. 
White with those favoring San Pedro by 
Maj. Raymond and Prof. George Davidson, 
the latter being at the head of the Coast 
and Geodetic Survey on the Pacific Coast. 


To avold all further bonfict, Mr. White 
urged the adoption of his amendment refer- 
ring the question to a skilled board. He 
declared that the advocates of Santa Mo- 
nica refused to accept an impartial board, 
knowing that such a board would report 
against them. When Mr. Huntington 
placed his wharf in Santa Monica Bay no 
one had any idea of a harbor at that point. 
If this harbor was built it would protect 
the Huntington wharf and nothing else. 

“It will be a donation of $3,000,000 to a 
private corporation,” said Mr. White. It 
will be taking $3,000,000 which the United | 
States engineers have recommended be not | 
expended and spending it on an individual. | 
It will not be for @ public benefit, but for 
the benefit of an enterprising person who 
is developing a large commerce over one 
of the most* magnificent wharfs in the 
world.” 

Mr. White closed with the declaration 
that it would be an outrage to set aside the 


recommendations of army boards and give 


a vast appropriation which would specially 
benefit a private corporation and an indi- 
vidual. The Senator closed at 3 o'clock. 

Mr. Frye, Chairman of the Commerce 
Committee, said that he desired to make 
the closing statement, but Mr. White in- 
sisted that as the author of the amendment 
he had the 2 word. 8 

The debate finally went over till Monday, 
when Mr. Frye will speak. 

Mr. Gallinger, chairman, sought to bring 
forward the pension cases on the calendar.

Hew the Methodist Church In- 
vested $600,000. 


ONLY $50,000 RETURNED. 


Remarkable State of Affairs Developed 
by a Repert to the General 
Conference. 


CLEVELAND, O., May 9.—To-day's pro- 
ceedings of the Methodist-Episcopal General 
_ Conference developed no sensations. There 
was a brief reference to the proposed federa- 
tion of the churches North and South, and 
a resolution was introduced asking for equal 
representation for the laymen. At the 
meeting of the Committee on Education, 
following the adjournment of the confer- 
ence, consternation was caused by the read- 
ing of a report to the effect that funds to 
the amount of more than $600,000 had been 
loaned to students during the past twenty- 
two years, and that only about $50,000 of 
that sum had been repaid. The report pre- 
cipitated a lively discussion and a sub- 
committes was appointed to investigate the 
matter fully. 

Since 1873 the Board of Education of the 
Methodist Church has been loaning the in- 
digent, deserving students, money with 
which to complete their studies necessary 
to make them Methodist ministers or mis- 
gionaries. The loans were for long time, and 
on easy payments. Two days ago Rev. 
Charles H. Payne of New York City, the 
Corresponding Secretary of the board, pre- 
sented in pamphlet form a report upon these 
loans embracing the entire 22 years, dur- 
ing which they have been given. This re- 
port showed that $603,000 had been paid to 
students and that only the sum of 350,600 
@ had been returned.

Gen, James L. Rusling of New Jersey 
declared that the loan system was evidently 
turning Methodist divinity students into 
paupers, and that it impaired their useful 
ness, and was a bad thing in all ways. 

Rev. J. H. Clendening of Fort Smith, 
Ark., said he could scarcely believe his 
senses when the figures were placed before 
him. The effect of the system on the stu- 
dents could not, he said, be other than 
disastrous. Men who would not pay their 
debts, he declared, were not fit to be Meth- 
odist ministers. 

Said Chancellor Day of Syracuse Uni- 
versity: “If the repayments do not come 
in better than this we had better abolish 
this plan. It is apparently pauperizing stu- 
dents and making them actually dishonest.” 

A sub-committee of five was appointed to 
examine more closely into the matter. 

Dr. Payne, when informed of the recep- 
tion his report met with, said: 

“Those gentlemen are too hasty. They 
don’t know all the facts. They should 
read all of the report, which shows the 
causes of the small return of loans. When 
the plan was first put into effect the re- 
quirements were lax. No notes were taken 
and the money was generally considered as 
a gift in the cause of Christ. No notes 
vere required up to 1880. Again, some of 
hese aided students have taken charges 
Where they can barely get a living. Oth- 
ws of them have died.

Numerous Experiments Have Shown 
| tho | Best Results Owing to the 
Fruit’s Quantity ef Nutriment. 


For many years it has been contended by 
physicians that only milk and other liquid 
nourishment should be taken by a patient 
suffering from typhoid fever. 

A well-known St. Louis physician has ex- 
ploded this liquid food theory and by prac- 
tical demonstrations has shown conclus- 
ively that typhoid patients can be better 
nourished and can gain strength more rap- 
idly when fed exclusively on bananas. 

Dr. William C. Ussery, corner Fourteenth 


and Washington avenue, advocates this 
ropos.tion. In a number of cases in which 

e has tried it, he says, the most desirable 
results have been obtained. 

Dr. Ussery came to experiment in this line 
by reading of how in the Bahama Islands 
the banana is everything to the natives. 
They thrive on the ripe fruit. From the 
sun-dried banana they make a good quali- 
ty of flour. The outer bark of the tree 
serves as fuel. From the inner bark a cloth 
is woven, from which the natives clothe 
themselves. From the trunk of the tree 
is made lumber to build their homes. A 
strong thread is made from the fiber, while 
mats and coverings are made from the 
skins. 

The fruit itself, it is asserted, contains 
more nutrition than any other known food. 
Dr. Ussery thinks that fully 95 per cent of 
the banana is nutrition.

diet. She did not do as well under the 
treatment as he desired and he watched 
the case with more than ordinary care.

“Well, doctor, I just can’t take any more 
milk. I would rather die than try it. And 
the broths I have been fed on fairly gag me. 
I will starve myself rather than try to 
force any more down.” 

The doctor realized that his patient must 
take nourishment in order to successfully 
combat the disease. But just what to sug- 
gest puzzied him. He thought for a while, 
and the story of how useful the banana 
was came to his mind. He determined to 
try o. banana diet on his patient, whose 
stomach rebelled at, the mere mention of 
liquid nourishment. 

he physician asked her if she could eat 
a banana. She looked surprised, but with 
alacrity said: 

“Eat one? Why, doctor, I could eat a 
dozen!“ 

The physician had decided to give the 
banana a trial and sending out procured 
some choice fruit, not overripe. The pa- 
tient eagerly ate one. It was not long be- 
fore she wanted another. It was given 
her. The doctor remained an hour and 
during that time she had eaten four ba- 
nanas. 


When he left he gave orders that she be 
given all she wanted. But all other fruit 
and solids were strictly prohibited. The 
patient took kindly to the diet and would 
at as many as a dozen during a day. 

Typhoid fever must necessarily run the 
twenty-one days, and at the end of ten 
days after beginning the fruit diet his pa- 
tient was convalescent. Then the advarit- 
ages were even more apparent. The re- 
markable nourishment of the fruit had not 

rmitted her vitality to be wo: greatly ex- 

austed as is the case when liquid nour- 
ishment is strictly adhered to, and she 
gained strength with unusual rapidity. 

The splendid results attained in this case 
persuaded the physician to adopt similar 
treatment in other cases and in no instance 
have any evil effects been manifested. 

Dr. Ussery says the reasons for giving on- 
ly liquid food in cases of typhoid or enteric 
fever are good ones, and he knows of no sol- 

food save the banana that it would be 
safe to use. 

In this disease the lining membrane of 
the small intestines becomes intensely in- 
flamed and engorged. Eventually it be- 
gins sloughing away in spots, leaving well 
defined ulcers. At these places the intesti- 
nal walls become dangerously thin. A solid 
food, if taken into the stomach, is likely 
to produce perforation of the intestines and 
dire results will follow. 

Therefore solid foods or foods containing a 
large amount of innutritious substances, as 
compared with nutritious substances, are 
dangerous and are to be avoided. The ba- 
nana, although it may be classed as a solid 
food, containing as it does 95 per cent nutri- 
tion, does not possess sufficient waste to 
irritate these sore spots. Nearly the whole 
amount taken into the stomach is absorbed 
and gives the patient more strength than 
can be obtained from other food.

There are laws of mechanics and phys- 
jology that directly concern the woman 
cyclist; and it has been Miss Ward’s aim to 
point out these laws, showing, for instance, 
the possible dangers of exercise, and how 
they may be avoided by the application to 
bicycle exercise of simple and well known 
physiological laws, thus enabling the cy- 
clist to resist fatigue and over-exertion. 

What should be the essential features of 
the clothing worn has received the most 
thorough attention. The subject of the 
care of the bicycle has been carefully treat- 
ed, and the necessary tools and their uses 
explained. These chapters will be found as 
useful to men as to women cyclists. 

The book is profusely illustrated through- 
out with drawings giving the details con- 
cerning correct- and incorrect pedaling, 
dress and foot-gear, and graphic pictures 
showing the use of tools in caring for the 
different parts of the bicycle.

Toward the end of this month the Scrib- 
ners will publish an edition, fully protected 
by copyright, of a new poem by Algernon 
Charles Swinburne, called The Tale of 
Balen.“ The poem, which is longer and 
more important than any recent work of 
Mr. Swinburne’s, consists of Sir Thomas 
Malory’s story of Balen, told in an elabo- 
rate, rhymed measure, which, however, 
keeps very close to the original. Both in 
scheme and method the poem is an entirely 
new manifestation of Mr. Swinburne’s gen- 
ius, and his own apprecfatfion of its value 
is shown by the fact that he has made the 
dedication to his mother. 

Sir Edward Thornton was British Ambas- 
sador to Russia at the time of the coronation 
of Alexander III., having formerly repre- 
sented his government at Washington for 
many years. His daughter, Miss Mary 
Grant Thornton, contributes to The Cen- 
tury for May her journal describing The 
Crowning of a Czar.” The illustrations of 
the article are from the official record 
which was issued by the Russian govern- 
ment. Miss Thornton says that the most 
imposing moment of the entire coronation 
was when the Czar alone stood in the vast 
cathedral at Moscow, and all the rest within 
the edifice and all without as far as the 
eye could see, knelt and offered up prayers 
for him. The ceremonies attending the cor- 
onation of Nicholas II. next month will be 
almost identical with those described.

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HAS RESIGNED. 


Principal of Smith Academy Steps 
Down and Out. 


HE HAD SERVED, SIX YEARS, 


Long Standing Differences Between 
Him and the Instractors on the Ques- 
tion of Discipline the Cause. 


After over six years’ service as principal 
of Smith Academy, the connection of Prof. 
J. W. Fairbanks with that institution is 
to be severed at the close of the present 
session on June 18. 

The Board of Directors so decided at a 
meeting held last Wednesday night. Among 
the members of the board are President 
Robert Broekings of Washington Universi- 


ty, ot which Smith Academy is a part; 
Charles Nagel, Judge George A. Madill, 
Judge George E. Leighton and I. H. Lion- 
berger. The resignation of Prof. Fairbanks 
was accepted at the meeting. 

The action of the board was withheld 
from the public, but an inkling of it reached 
some of the patrons of the school and the 
matter has created something of a sensa- 
tion. The school is the aristocratic boys’ 
academy of St. Louis, has some 330 pupils 
enrolled, representing some of the best 
families of St. Louis and has the highest 
curriculum of any similar school outside 
of New England. 

Prof. Fairbanks is regarded as a leading 
educator and the determination of the 
Board of Directors to part with him is 
causing some discussion. 

Added interest is lent the prospective 
change in the management of the school by 
circumstances that have occurred at pre- 
vious sessions of the Academy. For the 
last three years the close of each year’s 
sessions have been marked by the resig- 
nations of many of the members of its fac- 
ulty. Last year three of the faculty resigned. 
They were Prof. Cassius J. Keyser, H. S., 
mathematics, Prof. Arthur R. Bauder, B. S., 
physics, and Prof. Johann Meyer, Ph. D., 
German. The year before there were nine 
withdrawals and three years ago there were 
seven. 

Ths reasons for the resignations related to 
the discipline of the school. The pupils 
received range from 11 to 16 years of age 
and among the large number there are 
necessarily some who are more industrious 
in devising mischief than in pleasing their 
instructors. These created friction between 
some niembers of the faculty and Principal 
Fairbanks, whose theories in regard to dis- 
cipline were at variance with those of 
the dissatisfied instructors. 

This friction was n pronounced at 
last year’s session, and it is asserted was 
not diminished during the present term. 
In the language of a gentleman professing 
to be familiar with the situation, Professor 
Fairbanks, whose weight of learning has in 
no measure crushed out his kind hearted 
good nature and jovial temperament, did 
not take the misdoings of the boys seriously 
enough to please some of the teachers un- 
der him. Those who resigned at previous 
sessions did so in the belief that their dig- 
nity was not being upheld and that the 
disinclination of Professor Fairbanks to 
„tan the hides” of the irrepressible young- 
sters who find their way into all schools, 
was the reason. 

Occasionally a teacher would find occasion 
to exclude a pupil from the room on ac- 
count of misconduct. Sometimes a teacher 
in another room would find the same oc- 
casion at the same time. Then the two 
miscreants would put their heads together 
and concoct deviltry. 

Sometimes an excluded pupil would thrust 
his head into the class room door with 
grimaces that threw the room into an up- 
roar. 

At other times pupils would be sent to 
Profs Fairbanks to answer for their mis- 
deeds. That was where his kindness of 
heart aroused indignation in the breast of 
the affronted teacher. The latter, waiting 

lacidly for the reappearance of the sob- 

ing urchin, would see him enter the room 
wearing a smile of contentment. 

At last year’s session these episodes 
spoiled the harmony of the periodical teach- 
ers’ meetings and resulted in the resigna- 
tions of the three members of the faculty 
mentioned. 

This year friction was caused by that epi- 
sode of last Christmas,“ said the gentle- 
man referred to. Several of the boys took 
a dislike to one of the instructors and fol- 
lowed him at noon one day to Union Sta- 
tion, where he took a train for his home 
to spend the Christmas holidays. They 
shouted after him and pursued him to the 
very train.“ 

Prof. Fairbanks was seen by a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter at his home, 3750 Lindell 
boulevard. When asked the reason for his 
resignation, he replied: 

I should prefer, tht you inquire of Chan- 
cellor Chapin. I do not care to discuss the 
matter.“ 

Prof. Falrbanks' predecessor was Prof. 
Denham Arnold, who resigned to establish 
an academy of his own. It was stated that 
Prof. Fairbanks would start an academy 
in opposition to the one he is leaving. He 
declared this to be a mistake. 

It was also stated tht Prof. Fairbanks’ 
successor had been chosen at Wednesday’s 
meeting of the board. He is said to be a 
well-known educator now in charge of an in- 
stitution at Chicago. Chancellor Chapin, 
when seen, refused to deny or affirm this 
statement, and declined to discuss the mat- 
ter at all.

The circumstances of the last few years 


have revealed a most serious condition in 
the social arrangements of this continent.

08 away, he can influence you only in the 
es of your natural tendencies. 

When you consider the full depth of this 
Strange science and think how you almost 
sell your soul to the wonder-worker, you 
cannot help but shudder at the possibilities 
of hypnotism and the harm that can be— 
yes, has been done by unprincipled and ir- 
responsible hypnotists. While much of San- 
tanelli’s work has been done in the name

way. This house was in its day very noted, 
first appeared there, and were started on 
their career by the great showman. This 
was also about the first place to fall before 
the onward march of trade. One 
after another the other famous old 
theaters have disappeared, until now 
there is but one house of any im- 
portance below Fourteenth street. Those 
were the days of legitimate drama, too. 
Now all the tendencies are towards farce- 
comedy, while the only notable revivals of 
the legitimate in the past season were flat 
failures, with one or two possible exceptions. 
Even yet there seems to be no let up in the 
number of * theaters, for new houses 
are continually. being opened, and plens are 
steadily filed calling for amusement enter- 
prises costing more apiece than half a dozen 
of the old-time theaters taken together. 


Since the determination of a New York 
philanthropist to build a number of tene- 
ment hotels for the benefit of the poor, arid 
especially the wage-earners, another move- 
ment has been set on foot that will revo- 
lutionize our entire tenement house system, 
if carried out. The scheme has enlisted the 
interest of some of our leading millionaires 
to such an extent that they have put their 
hands down into their pockets to. meet the 
demands of the first experiment, which will 
cost millions. The plan is already well un- 
der way. Architects have been invited to 
submit drawings for the erection of a 
block of dwellings on the lines laid down 
by those having the matter in charge. If 
the movement is carried through, the fu- 
ture tenement, as compared with that of 
the present time, will be as Mont Blanc to 
the Vale of Chamounix—far above it. In 
addition to the model structures that will 
be built in the city, a number of one and 
two-story structures will be erected just 
outside the limits. These will be sold to 
workingmen for small weekly payments, 
not nearly so much as they pay for rent, 
Negotiations have been opened for the pur- 
chase of land to this end. Each housé will 
have space enough around it for the keep- 
ing of a small garden. The outlay for this 
purpose will require several million dollars, 
while it is expected that the investment will 
pay about 4 per cent. Meantime, the city 
tenement scheme is being pushed as rapidly 
as possible. A site embracing 32 city lots 
will be used for the buildings, and if the 
experiment proves a success, other blocks 
will be erected as fast as practicable. This 
whole idea is a grand one, deserving of suc- 
cess. It is about the best plan yet sug- 
gested for ameliorating and improving 
the condition of the working classes.

IN THE WORLD OF -MUSIC. 


Germania Theater presented a charming 
appearance on last Tuesday evening when 
the Morning Choral Club gave its second 
and last concert of the season. 

What sight could be prettier in fact than 
that of half a hundred or so ladies dressed 
in white, with pretty bared heads, blonde, 
brown and black, standing, or seated, in as- 


cending tiers against a background of leafy 
green and walled off in front by a flowery 
fence of creamy pink? 

Flowers were every where—real and French 
—all over the house; and so were fans, for 
it was warm; and the parquet and dress 
circle resembled nothing so much as a bright 
flower garden, fluttered over by a thousand 
butterflies. | 

The concert was a pleasing success. Under 
Mr. Kroeger’s able direction the club ren- 
dered a choice and agreeably varied pro- 
gramme with the refinement and musical 
perception which characterize their work. 
The Dance Song of Weinziel was given with 
dainty lightness, “Visions” of Sucher made 
a fine impression, but the gem of the pro- 
gramme was the Chaminade number “Even- 
ing Prayer in Brittany,” a work full of 
fascinating charm. 

Miss Haas of Kansas City, who at a late 
hour was called on to fill the place of Mrs. 
S. C. Ford, unavoidably detained by illness, 
sang in an acceptable manner. Her voice 
is a very light soprano, which she handles 
with intelligence and ghe displayed good 
taste in her renditions. Both her numbers 
were encored. 

Mrs. Bausemer’s playing was admirable 
and won some of the heartiest applause of 
the evening. Of her three selections, the 
“*Wieniowski Waltz,”” was the most suc- 
cessful and was played with a delightful 
crispness, a grace and brilliancy which 
quite captured the audience.

Mr. Henderson’s best charm is his refresh- 
ing frankness, and he does up Melba in 
the following style: 

What has Melba contributed to the dig- 
nity of operatic art in this city? Her 
frivolity on the stage cannot escape the 
notice of the most casual observer, She 
giggles, makes faces, nods to acquaint- 
ances in the opera club box, and generally 
comports herself in a free and untram- 
meled manner in the most serious scenes 
of her roles. Her occasional attempts at 
acting are ludicrous. * * * All that is 
asked of her is to make sweet sounds. 
And this she certainly can do. She sings 
like a bird with a beautiful bird-like voice 
that fills the whole atmosphere of the 
opera-house with the vibrancy of its sil- 
very tones. Her voice production is beyond 
criticism.“ 


“Calve is the most gifted woman in the 
Metropolitan company. She has an irre- 
sistible dramatic temperamen®, a magnetic 
personality, a good voice and a consum- 
mate judgment in the use of it. The un- 


fortunate aspect of her career is its nar- 
rowness. She is Carmen and Santuzza 
till it seems as if she could be nothing 
else. It is a great pity we did not have 
the opportunity to admire her in some 
other role. Her singing of Ophelia in 
Ambroise Thomas’ “Hamlet” set at rest 
all doubts as to her ability to do something 
entirely different from her Carmen and 
Santuzza. It is safe do say she would be 
an interesting and stimulating study in any 
part she might undertake. She has the 
indefinable quality and power of genius.“ 


Mr. Henderson pays a high tribute to 
Nordica, who deserves the highest praise 
for her achievements, because they are 
not the result of natural gifts, but of 
sincere artistic effort and laborious study. 
Nordica’s natural limitations are quite nar- 
row, he thinks. Her voice is hard and un- 
sympahetic, her face incapable of a wide 
range of expression, and she has neither 
a strong dramatic temperament nor per- 
sonal magnetism. But she has brains and 
ambition. Her Isolde is the most carefully 
studied impersonation ever offered on the 
New York operatic stage. She had some- 
thing like thirty rehearsals of the part at 
Beyreuth under the eye of Cosima Wagner, 
in addition to a year’s private study. When 
she went upon the stage of the Metropoli- 
tan there was not a syllable in the text 
or a note in the music whose precise mean- 
ing and proportion she did not understand.

ST. LOUIS WATER CHARGES 


Very High, but Taxpayers Are Free 
Frem Bonded Debt. 


The city of St. Louis receives a revenue of 
$67.25 per million gallons of water used, 
which is a greater sum than is received 
by any other large city in the Union, ex- 
cept Boston, which gets $103.44 per million 
gallons. The charges in cities vary as fol- 
lows: New York $58, Chicago $35.21, Phil- 
adelphia $35.92, Brooklyn $58.63, Baltimore 
$37.16, Cincinnati $48.69, Cleveland $35.34, 
Buffalo $18.97, Pittsburg $65.71, Detroit $29.22, 
and Milwaukee $49.74. Of all these Buffalo 
gets the least. 

Speaking of these figures Water Commis- 
sioner Hoiman said: 

“Some of the cities do not tell the truth 


about heir supply, — suppose the figures 
are practically correct. 

“In the case of St. Louis that $67.35 per 
million gallons means that the every day 
domestic consumer is paying for the whole 
business of extending the work, fire pro- 
tection and public water service of all 
kinds. Much of vthis burden is due to the 
fact that the ‘city of St. Louis cannot 


uitable cost of the new work and im- 
provements upon future generations, which 
are to get the bulk of the benefit. We have 
to pay for everything out of the revenue. 
None of the other cities do. They issue 
bonds for five, ten and twenty years, as 
the case may be, and put only the actual 
cost of maintenance upon the consumer.

The Rich Must Pay Proportionately 
More Than the Poor.

Now that the agent with his patent lawn 
sprinkler is making his rounds trying to 
convince the people that his particular 
contrivance is the best, the householder 
begins to think about his hose license. It 
is then a case where the rich man has to 
dig down in his wallet and pay for the 
privilege of ing a nice green, fresh 
lawn around his house. The poor man 


with only twenty-five feet of frontage gets 
a hose license for a year for $2.50, or 10 cents 
a front foot. 

The man with a bigger lot and more 
grass pays $2.50 for the first twenty-five 
feet and then 20 cents a foot for every ad- 
ditional foot of frontage. If he is on a 
corner he does not have to pay for the side 
frontage. He is only taxed for the front, so 
if he has a 100-foot front it costs him $17.50 
to sprinkle it during the summer, because 
he really has no use for his hose in winter. 

Assessor and Collector of Water Rates 
Louis Grund, when asked why it was that 
the rich man was oppressed in this manner, 
said: * 
„The Municipal Assembly passed the ord- 
nance and I suppose they knew what was 
right. Under the old law there was a tax 
of 10 cents a foot for sidewalk sprinkling 
and % cent a ‘square foot for grass. 
was almost impossible to collect these 
rates, because a person would take out a 
sidewalk license and then sprinkle his 
grass, or vice versa, then swear that he 
didn’t do it. The department had no end 
of trouble over it, so a general license 
was established for all hose water used. 

“Tt is not much when you consider how 
much water is wasted in that way, espe- 
clally in summer, when it is needed the 
most for other purposes.

WILL BOOM THE SUBULBS. | 
Reduction of Fares Promises Great 
Results in the County. 


The news of the reduction of fare by the 
Missouri Pacific Railway to suburban 


points, as exclusively announced in Satur- 


day’s ' Post-Dispatch, was received with 
great satisfaction in real estate circles.

Contending Republican Factions 
at the Court-Meuse. 


BOTH SIDES HAD CONTROL. 


And Both the Kerensites and the Fil- 
leyites Passed Resolutions to Suit 
Their Own Views. 


Such another muss and turmoil as the 
warring Republican factions of this town 
kicked up yesterday was never before wit- 
nessed and perhaps never Will be again. 

The thing had been brewing for a week, 
or since Uncle Filley boldly asserted his 
right to do as he pleased with the Repub- 
lican party of St. Louis by electing at a 
city convention a delegation of 107 besides 


himself to attend the State Convention at 
St. Joseph next Tuesday, which will elect 
and instruct four delegates-at-large to the 
National Convention. 

Uncle Filley’s city convention of May 2 
completely shut out National Committeeman 
R. C. Kerens and the entire remnant of the 
one-time brave and well-organized Silk- 
Stocking Brigade from representation on 
the St. Joseph delegation, and this pro- 
ceeding so infuriated them that they called 
a bolting mass-meeting to protest against 
Filley’s manipulation of the machine and 
elect an entirely new set of delegates. 

The mass-meeting was held in the corridor 
of the Court-house yesterday afternoon at 
1 o’clock and was captured by the Filley- 


ites. 

The Kerens followers, however, say that it 
Was not; that they outnumbered the Filley 
people two to one, elected their delegation 
and adopted their resolution in the regular 
way and then adjourned. 

The illusion is a pleasing one to them, 
no doubt, and if they can keep. themselves 
under its influence long enough they will 
fight it out on this line before the Creden- 
ee Committee of the St. Joseph Conven- 

on. 


As a matter of fact, the Filley partisans 
outnumbered the Kerensites ten to one. 

That is to say, if Col. Kerens had 200 fol- 
lowers in the crowd, the man in the mosque 
had 2,000, \ 


There were about 2,000 men in the crowd 
and the mob spirit was so rife among them 
that Chief of Police Harrigan detailed Capt. 
O'Malley with fifty picked men to suppress 
an expected riot. 

Perhaps if the Kerensites had been strong- 
er serious trouble would have ensued. 

Two hours before the time advertised for 
the meeting th» crowd began to assemble. 

Charles Comfort and the far-famed 
School Reformer Abe Slupsky were the 
first authorized representatives of Col. Ker- 
ens on the scene. They entered the Court- 
House about 11 o’clock and impatiently 
awaited developments. 

The first Filley striker to put in an ap- 
pearance was Julius Wurtzburger, who was 
prominently connected with Collector Zieg- 
enhein’s office when that Anheuser-Busch 
check for $4,102 mysteriously disappeared 
and has since been immortalized in prose 
and poetry. 

The meeting between Wurtzburger and 
Comfort and Slupsky is worthy of note be- 
cause it so thoroughly exemplified the 
Spirit of the meeting Was so provoca- 
tive of the merry badinage and airy per- 
sifage that so enlivened the affair and 
that are, at the same time, so characteris- 
tic of Republwan gatherings in St. Louis.

ELECTRIC COACH COMPANY 


Formed in New Yerk to Sell and Rent 
Herseless Vehicles. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, May 9.—Hardly a year has 
passed since the first horseless carriage 
went rattling through the streets of this 
city followed by the gaze of curious thou- 
Sands, and now comes the news of an or- 
ganized movement to introduce the vehicles 
for general and practical use. 

During the present week there was in- 
corporated at Albany by a number of prom- 
inent business men the Electric Carriage 
and Riding Co., a concern which within a 
few weeeks will place on the market an un- 
limited number of electrically propelled ve- 
hicles, will furnish stables for their stor- 
age and charge the batteries. 

A business man who wishes to keep a 
motor vehicle will be able to purchase any 
carriage he desires at a cost depending 
on the kind of a body he selects. This the 
company will placé on wheels, rubber-tired 
and fitted with propelling motors. The stor- 
age cells will be placed under the seats. 
The carriage will then be kept in the com- 
pany’s stables and will be always ready for 
use. The owner when he desires to use it 
will simply send his coachman for it or 
notify the stable and have it send around 
to his residence in charge of a competent 
man. 

Stores will also be able to get delivery 
wagons and have them taken care of on the 
same plan. One of the officers of the com- 
pany sald: 

We have no doubt of the success of our 
plan. We will have our stables ready with- 
in three months, and you will see that the 
carriages will at once become popular. It 
costs to-day from $2,000 to $3,000 a year for 
aman to keep a pair of horses and a 
brougham. He will be able to buy a hand- 
some electrically propelled brougham for a 
little more than he would pay for the car- 
riage with good horses, and he can keep it 
at far less expense, for when it ig not in 
use it is costing nothing. 

“The actual expense of running will be not 
more than a few cents a mile at the out- 
side. We believe that the scheme will com- 
mend itself to people of moderate incomes, 
who will find it convenient to have a hand- 
some carriage always ready to take them 
about town.“ 


TRAIN CONDUCTOR’S VICTIM. 


Man in Search of Work Thrown Off 
and Run Over. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LEXINGTON, Ky., May 9.—Last night 
George E. Strodmann of Covington was 
killed last night near Falmouth by a train. 
He was trying to steal a ride to High Bridge 
in search of work. The conductor ejected 
him.

TO AMERICA, 


A Berlin Journal Warns Germans 
Against It. 


WILLIAM NEEDS BISMARCK. 


The Iron Ex-Chanzcellor Lectures a 
Delegation on the Blessings 
of Discontent. 


BERLIN, May 9.—The Reichsanzeiger to- 
day publishes a long article warn ng Ger- 
mans against emigration to the United 
States and giving extracts from the an- 
nual report of the German Society of New 
York referring to the increase of the num- 
ber of ignoraht immigrants from Italy, 
Russia, Poland, Ireland and Austria, with 
whom, the report adds, the educated Ger- 
man mechanics cannot compete because 
they are used to a higher standard of 
living. 

In addition, German immigrants with 
capital are cautioned against investing in 


land, the title to which, it is said, is often 
fraudulent or doubtful, or which other con- 
ditions make unprofitable... Clerks, teach- 
ers, officers, scientists and female teach- 
ers especially are advised not to go lo 
America, no matter how undesirable the 
conditions at their homes. The Reichsan- 
geiger also says that the new immigrant 
law proposed will not improve affairs. 


The Socialist organ Vorwaerts publishes 
a story of the existence of high profits in 
the German gunpowder manufacturers’ ring 
and promised a complete exposure of its 
alleged corrupt practices shortly in the 
Reichstag. The Vorwaerts adds that the 
members of the peers’ entourage belonging 
to the ring have hitherto prevented its ex- 
posure. 

The exhibitors at the exposition gave a 
banquet on Wednesday last and formed a 
society for the purpose of arranging for 
the representation of Berlin at all future 
expositions at home and abroad. By to- 
morrow the electric light will be in opera- 
tion and will illuminate the entire exhi- 
bition. A giant telescope much larger than 
the Yerkes telescope will be put in position 
in the exposition on June 1. The exhibits 
however, are generally away behind and 
willgnot be complete before June 1. Barely

ARE COMING CHAMPIONS. 


Bupplies the Country With Young Men 
to Fight Its Base Ball Battles— 
Amateur Notes. 


At. Louls has always been famous as the 


_fhome of great base ball players. On the 


lots of this city some of the greatest gen- 
erals and heroes of the dlamond have learn- 
ed the game that brought them fame and 
money. 

The city of St. Louls annually sends 
hundreds of its athletic sons to do battle 
on foreign diamonds. There is hardly a 
National League team in the country that 
does not boast among its best players one 
or more St. Louisans,. As for the minor 
leagues the number of St. Loulisans who 
play in them is almost countless. 

All these players graduate from the parks 


and lots of this city. They learned to play 
ball just as thousands of youngsters are 
learning in St. Louis to-day. 

One would scarcely think while observing 
the ragged urchins in the parks and lots 
that at no very distant day some of them 
may be as famous and more popular than 
the President of the United States. 

Yet it is so. The road of the professional 
ball player leads to wealth and fame. 
There is no shorter route, nor none more 
respectable. 

Take the St. Loulsans who have grown 
comparatively opulent on the diamond. 
There is O. P. and George Tebeau of the 
Clevelands, Will Joyce and Jack Crooks of 
the Washingtons, Jimmy Ryan of the Chi- 
cagos, Quinn and Breitenstein of the 
Browns, Peitz of the Cincinnatis, Stivetts 
of the Bostons and a dozen others. While 
not rich in the literal sense of the word all 
these men have in a few short years amass- 
ed a competence that they could not have 
hoped to acquire through any other means 
in a lifetime. 

Six years ago the great Breitenstein was 
working for $60 a month, ten hours a day. 
Now he works about four hours a wéek 
and gets $25 an hour. This is only a fair 
sample of the rapid progression of the first- 
class ball player. 

There are more good amateur and pro- 
fessional players in St. Louis at the pres- 
ent time than ever before. To use @ trite 
— true expression the woods are full of 
them. 

Every Sunday thousands of amateur ball 

layers sally forth to the park and open 
ots to enjoy the national game. 

St. Louis supplies almost every adjacent 
small town in Illinois and Missouri with 
— haem ball players. The South- 
ern IIinois and Missouri Central leagues 
are almost entirely composed of St. Loulis- 
ans. And yet there are thousands of good 
amateur players in the city. 

An idea of what excellent amateur teams 
there are in St. Louis may be gained from 
the fact that one of them, not the best 
either, the Christian Brothers, College, 
played the Browns a 4-6 game recently.

The abbreviations, 
of which there are many in the book, are 
likewise written in goki. 
Ts rest of the text is altogether of silver. 
| The precious metals used in this lettering 
| are as bright and untarnished to-day as 
hen the original writing was done a few 
hundred years after the death of the Saviour, 
by some devout monk who was an artist in 
his line. 
This volume was evidently made to with- 
etand the effects of time, by one who well 
knew the best materials to use. The vel- 
lum of which the leaves are made was care- 
fully chosen sheet by sheet. 
The binding was done with the strongest 
Gt Sponss, The covers are heavy and solid. 
The whole was well calculated’ to keep out 
Gampness and to resist the attacks of 
moths, book-worms or other insects. 
The author, working on his labor of love 
n me lonely monastery, and spending per- 
aps a lifetime in the production of this 
exquisite manuscript, so well performed his 
task that his writings have come down to 
this nineteenth century clearer, more legi- 
ble and better preserved than any document 
in existence, written within 600 years of the 
same time.

The gymnotos js a most shocking fish. 


It is so heavily charged with electricity that 
it is dangerous even to human life. ven 
the huge alligator of the Nile, the terror of 
the finny tribe, as well as of the luckless 
swimmers or capsized boatmen, has to suc- 
cumb to the batteries of the mnotos. 
If an alligator in a moment of inadvertence, 


or in ignorance, bolts a gymnotos whole, 
‘like an epicure swallows an oyster; that 
| alligator is filed with pained amazement a 
moment later, similar to the feeling which 
attacks a man who gets hold of the wrong 
bottle in a dark closet, and surrounds a 
dose of corrosive sublimate under the im- 
-pression that it is eight-year-old bourbon. 

The alligator frequently dies from the 
shock. 

The gymnotos has the remarkable power 
of regulating its hidden batteries. 

It can turn on its full voltage and produce 
as sure and sudden death as an overhead 
wire, or it can send forth a mild current, 
Just strong enough to tingle, like the gal- 
vanic batteries used by physicians. And the 
gymnotos uses some discretion, in which it 
rises superior to the overhead wire. It slays 
its known enemies remorselessly. It does 
not recognize man as an avowed enemy. If 
a swimmer gets too close to one he wil 
— 21 experience a mild shock as a warn- 
ng to keep a respectful distance, and not 
try to get too familiar. If the swimmer does 
not heed the warning and gets too close he 
will get it good and strong.

BxxIR KILLED, 


Mrs. Laurie Johnston Breught It 
Down in Egypt. 


When the new woman goes tiger hunting, 
and brings down the largest of the species 
ever killed, it is time for Diana to be looked 
on as a back number, and for defenseless 
man to echo the words of the sweet girl 
graduate and inquire “Whither are we 
drifting?” 

This feat has recently been performed by 
Mrs. Laurie Johnston, well known in India 
as a hunter of big game. She shot the tiger 
in the Aghat Reserved Forest last month. 
Up to that time the largest one ever meas- 


used in Indta was the famous monstcr 
killed by J. L. Shillingford April 19, 1871. 
It measured eleven feet from nose to tip 
of tail, fully three feet being tail. Mrs. 
Johnston's tiger measured twelve feet 
one and a half inches from nose to tip of 
tail; nose to root of tail eight feet seven 
inches; skull fourteen and three-quarter 
inches long and nine inches wide at the

A Frenchman Has Fodund a New 
Method of Preserving the Dead. 


The pleasing possibility of transforming 
the dear deceased into a marble-like statue 
that may be set in a niche or on a pedestal 


was suggested to the members of the 
Academy of Sciences of Paris recently by 
Mr. Mortin, who read a paper detailing his 
discovery of a process of converting animal 
matter, before decomposition sets in, into a 
substance resembling marble, being suf"l- 
clently hard to allow of its being sculptured. 
He called the attention of the society to 
the possibility of his invention, which 
has taken the precaution to paicnt, being 
utilized to preserve human bodies after 
death. Inasmuch as this marble-like sub- 
stance can be sculptured, it is possible to 
remedy little physical defects that, un- 
notl or at least not obtrusive in life, 
might detract from the attractiveness of a 
statue.

St. Louis silger-plater who for ten 
years has been experimenting upon a plan 
to succeed embalming by hermetically

{FOOD FOR THE SNAKES. 


the Choicest .of Edibles. 


During the lest few months some of the 
gentlemen connected with the Museum of 
Natural History at Paris have given to 
the world various interesting results of their 
observations. The learned professor at the 
museum, Leon Vaillant, describes the diet of 
a serpent more than twenty feet long, which 
has been on exhibition at the Jardin des 


Plantes since the month of August, 1885. 
Up to the end of 18% this reptile has eaten 
fifty times; that is, on the average, five 
times a year. The largest number of times 
m one year the snake took food was in 1886, 
when ne ate seven times. Nearly always 
the food consisted of the flesh of goats, old 
and young. Three times, however, the re- 
past was composed of rabbits, and once of a 
goose. The feeding of the serpent, which 
will eat nothing but what is alive, offers an 
uncommon spectacle, and many persons re- 
quest to have notice of the times when the 
creature feeds, so as fo withess the feeding.

of fame and gave the death blow to a false 
schoo] of dramatic art that had been cher- 


ished by the critics of several generations. , 


It has stood the test of time along with 
a few of its contemporaries and shines out 
now in its old age as bright and refreshing 


as the flowers in May. It has a permanent Be 
For many years this cast was not ex- 


place in the classics, and that its production 
is still a remunerative enterprise is demon- 
strated by the enormous demand for seats 
at the Olympic for the engagement of the 
Star Cast next Thursday. 

Every seat on the first two floors has been 
sold for the night performance and there 
will probably be nearly as large a demand 
for the matinee tickets which will be placed 
on sale to-morrow. 

“The Rivals” was written by Sheridan 
when he was barely 2% years old. He com- 
pleted it in November, 1774, and on January 
17, 1776, it was produced at Covent Garden. 


The historians say it was a dismal failure 
because of the incompetency of Mr. Lee, 
who was cast for Sir Lucius O' Trigger. 
Probably this is true, for it was with- 
drawn after the second performance and 
when reproduced, ten days later, with Mr. 
Cinch as Sir Lucius, it made an instan- 
taneous success. Sheridan showed his grat- 
itude to Cinch by writing an Irish play, 
St. Patrick's Day,“ for him. The Rivals’ 
enjoyed a long run and paved the way 
for the nepulatit of Sheridan’s later work, 
The School for Scandal,” 

At the time of the first production of “The 
Rivals’ the English stage was given up al- 
most entirely to what was styled senti- 
a comedy. Brander Matthews says

“A School of critics had arisen who pre- 
ecribed that comedy should be genteel, and 
that it should eschew all treatment of or- 

dinary human nature, confining itself chiefly 
to sentiment in high life. Dramatists be-

“The Rivals,” to which theater-goers are 
looking forward so eagerly is vastly dif- 
ferent from that which delighted the Lon- 
don of a century ago. As originally writ- 
ten the comedy was in five acts. The mod- 
ern version has but three. The original 
contained a good deal of stilted dialogue in- 
tended to mollify those critics who favored 
the prevailing school. The scenes between 
Julia and Falkland were insufferably long 
and almost mawkish in their sentimentality. 
These (have been .cut and pruned and 
trimmed until in the Jefferson version of the 
comedy they are mere shadows of their 
former selves.

Ethelwolf defeated the enemy in one great 
battle, but too late to prevent a hold-up 
upon the island of Thanet, and afterwards 
at Shippey, near London, where the enemy 
settled himeelf. 

Yet Ethelwolf made a pilgrimage to Rome 
with Alfred, then six years old (A. D. 865).

Ethelwolf visited Charles the Bald of 
France at this time, and married his 
daughter Judith incidentally. Ethelwolf’s 
eldest son died during the king’s absence, 
and was succeeded as eldest son by Fthel- 
bald Oe ean though he had no hair 
apparent), who did not recognize the old 
gentleman or allow him to be seated on his 
own throne when he came back; but Ethel- 
wolf gave the naughty Ethelbald the west- 
ern half of the kingdom rather than have 
trouble. But Baldy died, and was suc- 
ceeded by Ethelbert, who died six Years 
later, and Ethelred, in 866, took charge till 
871, when he died of a wound received in 
battle and closed out the Ethel business 
to Alfred.

OF HOLY WRIT. 


Biblical Revelatiens That Will 
Astenish the Christian World. 


* 


For the first time in the history of the 
world, writes Rudolph Black in the New 
York Journal, the task of translating the 
books of the Holy, Scriptures from the 
original Hebrew to modern English, has 
been undertaken without fear, without pre- 
judice, with no attempt either to strengthen 
the cause of religion or to serve the pur- 
poses of unbelief, and with no guiding light 
save the lamp of knowledge. It has been 
undertaken by forty of the most eminent 
scholars in the world, who have devoted 
their lives to the study of the history, the 
languages and the manners of all the ancient 


peoples whose writings and monuments 
could throw light upon the Old and the 
vew Testament. 

These men have gone to the same sources 
to which the translators of the authorized 
church edition of the Bible went, and have 
brought to bear upon their work not only 
deeper learning and a wider knowledge of 
the life and languages of the ancient world, 
but the light of modern discoveries of 
papyrus manuscripts, cuneiform inscrip- 
tions, monuments, medals and other an- 
tiquities which those old translators had 
never known and which reveal hidden 
meanings and unravel tangled passages 
that for ages have mystified the worid. 

This task is slowly drawing to comple- 
tion. Professors of Semitic departments at

— ks of the Old Testament. e 
points of radical difference between the new 
translation of this One book and the tran- 
slation with which all the world is familiar 
are startling, yet not more so than are the 
versions of the other books. 


The bulk of the Bible was written origin- 
ally in Hebrew. 

From the earliest manuscripts transla- 
tions were made into Greek, Chaldean, 
Latin and other tongues. The original 
documents were copied from “me to time, 
and in the copying many blunders were 
made. By none, however, were so many 
blunders made as by the Hebrews them- 
selves, for to them it was so sacred a Hook 
that whenever they came across the most 
glaring error, they faithfully copied it, 
never daring to use the slightesd discretion 
in throwing light upon it. The result was 
that errors multiplied so that to-day the 
oldest existing copy of the original Hebrew 
tex? contains thousands of blunders, dis- 
crepancies and thoroughly meaningless pas- 
sages that had. been faithfully copied for 


ages. 
To restore the Hebrew text to its original

As far as the Old Testament is concerned, 
all this work has been completed. The 
Hebrew text has been restored, the manu- 
script delivered to Prof. Haupt, who care- 
fully went over it and sent it to the printers, 
and several of the books of the Old Testa- 
ment have already appeared in the restored 
Hebrew text. But that was only the begin- 
ing. With this restored text as a basis the 
the entire work had to be translated into 
English and put into such form that all the 
world could read it and understand it, and 
know exactly by whom each line was 
written, which was genuine and which had 
been interpolated.

Printed conspicuousty you will find, side 
by side, the final song of Ecclesiastes as it 
appears in the authorized version and Prof. 

aupt’s translation. It is a song that is 
tamikar to nearly every resident of a 
Christian community. Of course, you will 
be surprised to find many differences and 


discrepancies, but. leaving them all aside, 


do you understand the song of Ecclesiastes? 
Has it any meaning for you? 

Read it carefully! Tue grinding maids 
cease.“ What is a grinding maid? What 
does she cease to do? “And the ladies that 
look out through the lattices are dark- 
ened.“ Who are those ladies? What is this 
mysterious process of “darkening a lady?“ 

“Vanity of vanities,”’ saith Ecclesiastes, 
and truly he might well have added “‘fid- 
dlestick of fiddlesticks and tommyrot of 
tommyrots,” dor as far as the average 
reader of the Bible is concerned those lines 
of Ecclesiastes — just as well have 
been written in their original Hebrew, for 
they convey no meaning. 

Upon these tangled lines—this, remember, 
is only one -instance—Prof. Haupt threw 
the light of the learning. He knew that they 
conveyed an allegorical meaning and his 
knowledge of Oriental imagery enabled him 
to make it clear. Ecclesiastes, imbued with 
the spirit of his time, had veiled his entire 
meaning with fantastic allegory, which was 
utterly unintelligible unless the reader pos- 
sessed the key. 

The line, Remember thy Creator in the 
days of thy youth,” had purposely been 
garbled in the King James and subsequent 
versions: The original id plainly, “‘Re- 
member thy wife in the days of thy man- 
hood.“ The lines that followed, however, 
had been given by the translators without 
the slightest explanation or effort to make 
sense of them. After the line, Remember 
thy Creator in the days of thy youth,” this 
jingling nonsense fell with a sort of mystic 
charm that, for the average reader and 
student of the Bible, possessed a certain 
amount of awe-religious reverence, perhaps. 

‘Had this line, however, been rightly 
translated, the utter absurdity and lack of 
meaning of the subsequent text would im- 
mediately have challenged the attention of 
the most casual reader. 

„Remember thy wife in the days of thy 
manhood,” is an exhortation that com- 
mands universal respect. It is a beautiful 
commandment, and one that touches the 
keynote of the happiness of individuals, 
families and communities. There is no need 
to advise a man to concentrate his atten- 
tion upon his hearthstone in his old age; he 
will do it of his own accord. It is in the 
days of his prime that the temptations are 
strong, and clesiastes who, as Renan says, 
was a noble man of the world, knew where- 
of he spoke. 

And now, what has this command to do 
with “grinding maids,”’ and men of pow. 
er,” and the blossoms of the almond tree? 
It was in the notes of Prof. Haup’s trans- 
lation that I found what it all meant. 

“Ere is darkened the sun, and the light 
of day, and the moon, and the stars, and 
the clouds after the rain,“ so run the notes, 
“The sun is the sunshine of childhood, 
when everything seems bright and happy; 
the moon is symbolic of the more tempe 
light of boyhood and early manhood, while 
the stars indicate the sporadic moments 
of happiness in mature age. More and more 
the number of rainy days increases, but 
seldom interrupted by bright moments. 
And when we are going down the hill there 
is no sunshine after the rain, but the clouds 
rezurn, and everything seems painted gray 
on ay.
